tinue a long time, and be unfucce/sful at laft. 

fhe grand Defign of the Muniftry bach been 
Peace in Europe ; to obtain which they have, 
with great Prudence, chang'd their Meafures 2C- 
cording as the Loteretts or Views of the feveral 
Courts chang’d ; and {0 by a wife Accommodation 
of themfelves to the Circumftances of Affairs, 
have almoft compleared what they always had 
at Heart, and what has been rhe conftant Defire 
of every true Englifiman. 

Tis abfolurely ridiculous, and fhews grofs 
Ignorance of Human Nature, and all the Laws of 
Morality, to fay, that different Civcumflances don't 
reguive different Meafures; when ‘ts rue, that 
ali AGtions and all Meafuses are right or wrong, 
wife or unwife, jutt as Things are related and cir- 
cumptanced ; ‘tis fo in private atid publick Life ;

tion, they were a€tually meking or forming the 
Projc& of the Vienna Treaty ; or, as fome Autho- 
rities fay, hed made it; for Things were then 
ry for it: The Refentmenc of Spain, om Account 
of fuppofed Injuries in dettroying their Fleer, 
and a k.nd of a Promife made by Words, and by a 
Letter, of furrendering Gibraltar, might be looked 
upon by that Court, as a juft Caufe of beginning 
a War; and the Emperor's Fondnefs for the

‘This 
Funure ov Situation of Affairs required the ut. 
moft Skill and Addrefs ; we were co hinder the 
French fiom going to War, (by which, whatever 
they had got, would have been at owr Fxpence,) 
and we were allo to keep Spain from throwing ber 
felf into the Arms of France. To keep ff a 
War, we were forc’d to fubmit to fome I»ju 
ties from Spain, and to certain Encroachments 
on our Righis from France, till we could find 
an Opportunity, ot make one, for dividing Spain 
from the Emperor.

If France will hold out upon Punétilios 
of Honour, or any other imeginary Reafons, and 
is able to perfwade Spain not to come in, let 
them keep out ; while they treat us juftly and bo- 
nouraby, we thall do the fame by them; and 
when tucy ufe us ill, we'll beat them.

Moft People 
believe that this Kingdom has no Thoughts ot 
War, there being not the leaft Preparations ma- 
ing of that kind; and yet ous Court fhews 
very little Difpofition to any Accommodation. 
The Britifh Commiffaries have been long at Se- 
ville, ready to enter on the Bufinefs they came 
about ; but we can’: learn that any Commiffaries 
ave as yet been appointed to meet them on the 
Part of Spain. In fhort, our Court does norhing 
for the Good of the Commence of this Kingdom, 
by which they are fupported, much move for any 
other Nation, but take the moft effe€tual Methods 
to dettroy it. Orders are come for 4 Men of 
War to be forthwith ficted, to be ready‘to fail 
by the. End of July, for La Vera Crux, with
